Half a Vote for Rolph 


Rev.Geo.Chemberlen, 


Pioneer of Valley, 
Deeply Mourned 


Coming as a distinct shock to hun- 


dreds of members of the Church of 
the Brethren hi southern California, 
the sudden death, of Rev. George F. 
Chemberlen occurred Sunday morn- 
ing, June 15, about 5 o'clock in the 
morning, at his home on Vincent 
street, near "Covina. Altho he had 


• been hi failing health for some time, 


his- death was not hi the minds of 
his family or friends. 


His death removes a leader of this 


faith who was known widely, a pio- 
neer hi Covina, and a pioneer in 
-Brethren church work 
His, life 


and work hi the valley is almost a 
parallel of the growth of the valley 
from a semi-arid -desert, and the 
growth of ifie Brethren faith, here 
hi this valley, and hi surrounding 
communities. He was a leader, too, 
in civic affairs, and intelligently in- 
terested in the school system. The 
ones-*who mourn 'him are unnum- 
bered thruout the valley. 
' George Chemberlen was born hi 
St. Louis, August 24, 1866. He was 
received into the church at the age 
of 20 years and one year later, hi 
1887, came ,to California. Altho but 
a young man, he organized the first 
Sunday school hi the Brethren

'"ably, can be said of Buron Fitts. But two dry candidates, 
pitted against Rolph, who is known to be wet, means that 
Rolph stands an excellent chance of winning the nomination 
for governor. There is no use mincing words—just a-little 
figuring will show that the danger is very apparent. 


At this time (June 20) the Fitts support north of the 


Tetiachepi is negligible. Tom Finn, for years a political man- 
ipulator in San Francisco, is supposed to be managing the 
campaign for Fitts around the bay district, but he has only 
put in half-hearted efforts so far. 


The representation in the state legislature is always dan- 


gerously close to being wet'in sentiment, as it is largely dom- 
inated by the northern districts. There are also members 
of the state legislature in the south who may be counted on 
to cast a wet vote in any session. With Rolph in the gover- 
nor's chair, all dry legislation can be and probably would be 
vetoed, and it is quite possible under such conditions to 
repeal the Wright act, which is the enabling act in California 
that makes dry enforcement poSsible. 


Every vote cast for Buron Fitts will therefore count as 


half a vote for Rolph in this three-cornered contest, with two 
dry candidates splitting the vote. Rolph will be nominated 
if the vote is not unified in southern California. Fitts cannot 
be nominated unless a political miracle should occur, and it 
does not seem that this is the year of political miracles. 


Plainly, it will be only common'sense for the supporters 


of law enforcement to vote for Governor Young.

installed a system of overhead irri- 
gation.

In order to secure proper pressure, 


the water ^ is delivered by the irri- 
gating company into a small cement 
tank, filtered thru a partition and 
lifted into the pipes by a small elec- 
tric booster. This is the first over- 
head system to be installed hi that 
section. This grove runs from Sec-, 
tion Center to Cienega and adjoins 
the Menefee ranch on the west. The 
pump house is located on the .Cien- 
ega end. 


Mr. Daubmyre, who owns a ten- 


acre grove and residence at Glen- 
dora and Leodora, uses this system 
on his home ranch, having also his 
own well and pump. The well was 
located by Perry Bashore.

supply.

FAR WORLD CORNERS VISITED 


BY COVINA TRAVELERS 


Into regions of the world that are 


cnown to most of us only as places 
on the map, Dr. and Mrs. E. V. Rice 
of Covina have just returned after 
raveling constantly since January 
31st, and they are speaking of the 
rip as the most delightful, from 
every standpoint, it has ever been 
heir fortune to enjoy. 


Dr. and Mrs. Rice sailed from New 


York and landed first at Morocco, 
hence to southern Spain, visiting 
Granada and Seville, at the latter 
place spending some time at the 
exposition in progress, which re- 
vealed the art and industry of all 
the Spanish countries. The United 
States was represented with a splen- 
did exhibit, they said. 


They went from this point into 


Algiers, spending six days in north- 
ern Africa, visiting the old city of 
Constantine, and thence by train to 
Biskra, in the Sahara desert, the 
country made known widely in the 
novel, "The Garden of Allah." They 
visited Timgad, an out-of-the-way 
city with remarkable Roman ruins. 
They went on up the coast of the 
Mediterranean to Carthage, the an- 
cient city which gave the Roman 
emperors so much concern, and 
which was finally destroyed. This 
city is now but a ghost of its former 
glory, the Covina travelers said. 


They visited Tunis, almost equally 


interesting, 
and in all were in 


eighteen countries and five islands 
along the Mediterranean. They spent 
quite a little time in Turkey, Greece, 
Sicily, and Palestine, and nine days 
in Cairo, Egypt. They were impress- 
ed with the wonderful country of 
Luxor, in the Valley of the Kings, 
and saw King Tut's tomb, and also 
visited the museum in Cairo where 
hundreds of the relics of the boy 
king are on display. They went up 
the Delmatian coast to Rayusa, Dob- 
rovinc, and other cities in the re- 
gion where the fjords are as won- 


derful as those of Norway. 


At Syracuse, in the island of Si- 


cily, they watched the volcanoes, 
Aetna and Stromboli, in a wonder- 
ful demonstration of their fiery pow- 
er, and sailed thru the famed straits 
of Messina. They spent a very en- 
joyable time in Venice and in var- 
ious places thruout Italy. 


"Mussolini has cleaned up that 


country," Dr. Rice said. 
"Those 


travelers who remember Italy of old 
will be very much surprised if they 
visit it now. There are very few 
beggars. The streets are clean. The 
people all seem to be busy. There 
is an atmosphere of efficiency and 
purpose in that country that never 
was there before the time of Musso- 
lini." 


They visited the noted watering 


places of Nice and Monte Carlo, and 
went into Holland and Belgium, 
thence to Paris and London, spend- 
ing some very interesting days at 
old Oxford college. 
They sailed 


from Southampton for New York, 
and on reaching this country visited 
Lieutenant and Mrs. Wilbur Nye at 
Fort Bragg, North Carolina, a very 
large army post devoted entirely to 
artillery. 


Altho Dr. and Mrs. Rice speak 


most entertainingly of their trip 
abroad, it is Mrs. Rice who is most 
enthusiastic about their trip thru 
New Orleans and in the vicinity of 
this city. She declares that she 
found conditions and people as 
quaint and interesting in those old 
parishes as in any place in the lands 
across the. sea. 


The travelers reached home on 


June 5 by way of the Southern Pa- 
cific. The weather, both on land and 
sea, was delightful, they said. Mrs. 
Rice was delighted to be able to say 
that she was not sick on shipboard, 
and with the exception of a few 
days, the weather was exceptionally 
kind to them.

Eugene Augustus Nye was born 


in _ Syracuse, New York, July 10, 
1854, and died at his residence on 
East Center street, Covina, early 
Thursday morning, June 12, 1930, at 
the age of seventy-five years. 


Orphaned at an early age, he grew 


to manhood in the home of an uncle. 
At the age of 22 he went to Illinois, 
and four years later moved to Auro- 
ra, 
Hamilton 
county, Nebraska, 


where he purchased a large acreage 
of schpol land, successfully farming 
it for ton years, then engaging in 
the wholesale grain business. 


In 1880 Mr. Nye was united in 


marriage to Miss Mary Lindsey of 
Hastings, Nebraska. To this union 
three children were born, Eugene C., 
Addie Ellen (deceased), and Hattie 
M. From Nebraska he moved with 
his family tc Oceola, Mo., farming 
at-ain for five years. In 1898 the 
family returned to Nebraska, and 
two years later came to California, 
where he worked in the orange in- 
dustry until his health filled sev- 
eral years ago. 


Mr. Nye, altho of a retiring dispo- 


sition, was active in church work 
and was loved and respected by his 
friends and neighbors. 


The funeral service was held at 


Christiansen & Moore's chapel, Fri- 
day, June 13, conducted by Rev. R. 
W. Gentry of the Baptist church.

CHEESE 


Cheese may be served at the end 


of dinner or luncheon, or it may be 
served with the salad course. When 
served with salad it is usually in the 
:orm of cheese balls or cheese spread 
on wafers. 


When served at the end of a meal 


it may follow a sweet course or take 
the place of a dessert. This is espec- 
ially appropriate when a fruit or 
other sweet salad has been served 
Plain cheese, cheddar cheese, may 
be selected. -It-should'-ton cut-into 
cubes of uniform size and served on 
a plate spread with a linen doily. A 
cheese fork should be placed on the 
plate. If you do not possess a special 
fork for cheese service, any sharp- 
tined fork will do. 


Unsweetened wafers or crackers 


should be served with it, either on 
a separate jslate or at one side of the 
cheese plate. A special cheese plate, 
with a section for the cheese and 
another for wafers may be used. 
Small plates are set before each 
guest for this course. 


Rye crackers are considered ap- 


propriate for swis^ cheese, and hard 
water crackers, split in two in the 
middle, are usually the best selec- 
tion for roquefort or camemberl 
cheese. A cheese knife, of broac 
dull blade, is used for these cheeses 
while a cheese scoop is used for 
cheese of the Edam on pineapple 
variety. The tops of these cheeses 
are cut off to form a lid and the 
entire cheese is placed on a plate or 
cheese dish. There are silver knobs 
with screws or spikes that may be 
attached to the tops of these cheeses 
to serve as a handle. 


The cream cheeses are usually 


served whole on a cheese dish, with 
a broad dull' cheese knife. Some- 
times Bar le Due or currant jelly or 
strawberry preserve is passed with 
these cheeses. Wafers are, of course 
included in the service. 


WITH, VINEGAR 


Use vinegar in cakes when you 


wish to diminish the number o. 
eggs. About a tablespoon of vinegar 
for each egg. The eggless cake 
heavy, but the cake with one egg 
and one or two tablespoons of vine- 
gar is light in texture. 


Add a little vinegar to the water 


in which eggs are poached to keep 
them from breaking.. Add a few 
drops of it to water for boiling eggs 
that seem to have thin shells, to 
keep the shells from cracking. 


Add vinegar to the water in whicl 


fish is boiled to keep it white anc 
firm. Don't add more than a table- 
spoon of it to a kettleful of water 


Use vinegar to bleach the skin i 


it is spotted with stains from peel- 
ing apples and potatoes, and sue! 
like kitchen tasks. 


RHUBARB PIE „ 


Two cups fresh rhubarb chopped 


one-half cup seeded raisins, one cup 
sugar. 


Have ready a pie tin lined witl 


plain paste. Fill in the rhubarb cu 
in pieces about one-quarter of an 
inch in length. Sprinkle over the 
sugar and the raisins and put the 
top crust in place. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven three-quarters of an 
hour.
